C hairm an Anchor Nelson, a M inn­ 
esotan, said his farm subgroup was 
deeply impressed by concern spokes­ 
men for three m ajor farm organiza­ 
tions expressed over the domestic 
price situation. 
He said they were anxious to get 
the existing farm price support set­ 
up modified before it kicked back 
on farm ers. The fr rm leaders testi­ 
fied th a t present support levels could 
easily promote farm surpluses and 
a con'(‘quem spectacle of the gov­ 
ernm ent spending millions, perhaps 
billions, of dollar: holding up prices.
